Haret, eminent French radiologist 
rand head of the radiology depart- 
ment at Lariboisiere Hospital, died 
last night as a result of X-ray 
burns incurred in a scientific ca- 
reer beginning with treatment of 
wounded soldiers during the Worl 
War.

M’FADDEN OUSTED FROM POST 
IN PENNSYLVANIA DELEGATION 


At Springer’s Hot Springs, Nev., 
40 miles west of Lovelock, the wa-' 
ter level in the springs dropped one 

~ foot. At Lovelock, the quake was 
sharp enough to ring the school 
house bell and shake chickens from 
their roosts. Rapid and sharp 
shocks were reported at Austin, in 
Central Nevada, while the quake 
also was felt at Tonopah in the 
south central part of the State. The 
shock rocked Mina with unusual 
severity, but no damage resulted 
other than a few broken windows, 
The erew of a. Southern Pacific 
passenger train arriving here this 
morning from Mina reported that 
the quake was so violent the en- 
gineer stopped the train and waited 
until the tremor had subsided. Sev- 
eral chimneys toppled at Fallon. 
Windows were broken. 

Sacramento Buildings Sway. 

Several minor temblors in Nevada 
have been recorded in the last few 
years, Prof. Perry Byerly of the 
University of California computed 
the epicenter, or seismic vertical, as 
“probably somewhere in Nevada.” 
Seismologists at the University of 
Santa Clara at San Jose agreed. 

The pens on the recording instru- 
ment at the University of Califor- 
nia at Berkeley were thrown clear 
off the drum at 10;10 p. m., but 
were thrown back on seven minutes 
later by another shock. Prof. By- 
erly said the record of his instru- 
ment was comparable to that of 
1925, when the major part of Santa 
Barbara, Cal., was destroyed. 

At Sacramento, Cal, police on 
duty in the State Capitol building 
said the structure swayed and 
creaked, The tallest building in the 
city, a 16-story office © building, 
swayed noticeably. Many persons 
in office buildings, hotels and apart- 
ments rushed into the streets. 


Felt at Los Angeles Also. 


The shocks were compafatively 
light in San Francisco but were 
distinctly felt. In the interior Cal- 
ifornia valleys many communities, 
inguding Sonora, Fresno and Mo- 
desto, reported distinct tremors. 
Cities as far south as Long Beach 
and Los Angeles said the earth- 
— was distinctly felt but caused 
no 

Clocks were stopped in cities as 
widely separated as Fresno, Cal., 
and Salt Lake City, Utah. Chan- 
deliers swayed, pictures were 
thrown awry and some crockery 
broken. Motorists in Salt Lake 
City said that during the shock it 
seemed as though their machines 
were being pushed over, Curtains 
rustied, dishes fell from shelves 
and buildings swayed.

dren and provide milk for under- 
nourished children. 

During the early summer, Mrs 
Windsor said, 40 women were «m- 
ployed, each one supporting a fam- 
ily of from four to nine persoms. 
The present force of 26 will be ir- 
creased whenever the demand jus- 
tifies it, she said. Expenses of the 
distribution station, at 917 Locust 
street, are nominal since space is 
furnished rent free and office 
equipment donated.

Against this gold there 
is an issue of paper money of £414,- 
900,000 of which £360,000,000 is in 
circulation and the balance in the 
Bank of England reserve. Assume 
that we earmark or set aside £40,- 
000,000 of Ahis gold in order to pur- 
chase wheat. On the basis for a 
pound represented by half a sov- 
ereign in gold and a bushel of 
standard wheat, the remaining 
£100,000,000 of gold would provide 
200,000,000 half sovereigns or their 


900,000 bushels of standard wheat 
would give a covered or non-fiduci- 
ary basis of £200,000000 for our 
currency, leaving £214,000,000 uncov- 
ered ... and if the other coun- 
tries of the Empire are to be placed 
on a similar basis probably a fur- 
ther 100.000,000 bushels of whiat

OHIO SUPREME COURT UPHOLDS 
CRIMINAL SYNDICALISM LAW 


Rules in Case of Man Charged 
With Urging Sabotage on Air- 


By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBUS, O., Dec. 21.—Ohio’s 
criminal syndicalism law, enacted 
during the World War as a weapon 
egainst radicalism, was held con- 
stitutional by the State Supreme 
Court today in a five-to-two de- 
cision. : 

The law makes it a felony to ad- 
vocate, justify or practice sabotage, 
violence or unlawful methods of 
terrorism to accomplish industrial 
or political reform. 

It was invoked in the case of 
Paul Kassay, who was charged 
with verbally attempting sabotage 
of the U. 8. S. Akron, world's larg- 
est airship, while it was under 
construction in Akron, O., two 
years ago. Kassay, an engineer, 
was ‘alleged to have exhorted other 
employes to do faulty work so the 
ship would not fly.

CHINESE BUDGET BALANCED 
Done Without Resorting to Loans, 
Finance Minister Says.

NANKING, China, Dec. 21.—De- 


spite the world depression and the 
slump in silver, the Chinese budget 
was balanced without resorting to 
loans, said Finance Minister T. V. 
Soong in a statement today to the 
third plenary session of the Kuo- 
mintang (Government party).

- HERE* has been much authoritative 
criticism of the commissary plan of 
food distribution to the needy, and there 
have been many abandonments of the 
plan by communities in which it has been 
operated. However, it seems to the writer 
that the criticism could better be directed 
at those in charge of operation than at 
the commissary itself. Inherently, the 
commissary plan is sound and practica- 
le. 
The writer recently visited Kansas City 
and spent two days making an investiga- 
tion of the commissary’s operation there. 
As an emergency measure, it has been re- 
markably successful, not only from the 
executives’ but also from the clients 
point of view. Its demoralizing influence, 
so harped on by those in academic cir- 
cles, is totally lacking. The clients 
contribute willingly of their time, and 
are made to feel that it is their enter- 
prise and that upon their co-operation 
depends its success or failure. 
The executives claim that there has 
been no appreciable increase in the in- 
take of new cases. Also, they say that 
savings in money are amounting to be- 
tween 30 and 40 per cent compared to 
expenditures under the old plan of using 
retail grocers. The city officials have 
given use of a large building for a cen- 
tral distributing warehouse, Moreover, 
many of the grocers have demonstrated 
their approval of the plan by donating or 
by renting at very nominal prices store 
rooms to be used as district food depots. 
The entire community has responded 
most amazingly to the plan, and many 
heretofore unknown resources have been 
opened for the benefit of the needy. 
“Under efficient management and with 
a united community behind it, the com- 
missary can be made to serve a very and 
highly intelligent purpose in these times 
of temporary stress. Before further con- 
demnation, the writer would suggest that 
those interested investigate thoroughly 
the system now used in Kansas City.

Something Else to Weep Abaut. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OTING the lamentations, relative to 

the “Ruin of the Farmer,” as re- 
printed from Labor, the official organ of 
the Railway Brotherhoods, one naturally 
wonders whether Mr. Knapp's tears ever 
trickle over the comparative figures of 
farm income and present transportation 
costs. 

Just as an example, the average price 

of hogs in 1913-14 was $7.82 per cwt. Ac- 
cepting this as a base of 100, and freight 
rates in effect at that time as 100, we 
find the farmer is now getting $3 per 
cwt. for hogs, or a decrease of 61.6 per 
cent, while freight rates stand at 159, or 
an increase of 59 per cent. 
, In other words, 100 pounds of hogs in 
1913-14 would buy 7.82 units of transpor- 
tation, while now 100 pounds of hogs will 
buy 1.89 units of transportation. 

With the farmer eventually paying the 
freight on all the raw materials that go 
into the finished product that he has to 
buy, and then paying the freight to mar- 
ket on all his products, it would seem 
as tho the official organ of the Rail- 
way Brotherhoods might find it unneces- 
sary to look very far for at least one of 
the reasons for the “ruin of the farmer,” 
over which it is shedding so a 
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production. He| was immediately answered by 
power magnates, who pointed out that such a com 
parison was r, since the main expense in the 
power business not from’ the generation or pro- 
duction of electricity, but from its distribution. 

Mr. Cooke, in attempting to follow the trail of costs 
from the power plant to the light bulb in the home, 
got lost. He made the rather astonishing discovery 
that the power companies themselves do not know 
what it costs to distribute power. Unlike most other 
large businesses, whose cost data cover every step 
from production to final consumption, the power in- 
dustry ignores a factor in their costs which they 
claim to be most important of all, If it is agreed that 
domestic consumers pay too much for power, the un- 
pleasant inference must be drawn that the power 
companies afte deliberately concealing their distri- 
bution costs, where the trouble lies, from regulatory 
commissions, the public and even themselves. 

There are clews to these costs, however, and Mr. 
Cooke, in examining them, comes to the conclusion 
that, in the year 1931, the power companies extracted 
from consumers “an estimated unjustifiable charge 
of $330,000,000 for distribution expense.” That is, 
roughly, $3 for every man, woman and child in the 
country. He bases his calculation on an elaborate 
study of average kilowatt hour rates, costs and esti- 
mates of costs for transmission, etc. The $330,000,000 
estimated overcharge applies only to domestic use 
of electricity; another overcharge of $150,000,000 or 
$200,000,000 is indicated in-the field of ‘commercial 
consumption. 

In the country as a whole, the average rate of elec- 
tricity per kilowatt hour in domestic use is 6.82 
cents. (St. Louis is in a better position than many 
communities, paying an average rate of 4.22 ceiits, 
which includes free renewal of lamps.) A glance at 
average rates in particular sections deepens the mys- 
tery of electric rates. In Ontario, Canada, the 1930-31 
rate was a little more than 1.5 cents. In Seattle, 
whose public plant competes with a private plant, the 
rate is 2.8 cents, and in Tacoma, which has a public 
plant, it fs 1.72. Some Canadian comipunities pay 
actually less than a cent per kilowatt hour. 

. Mr. Cooke believes the power industry short-sighted. 
He shows that power consumption is increasing, de 
spite high rates, and claims it is easily demonstrated 
that low rates are synonymous with greatly increased 
consumption. American consumption averages less 
than 600 kilowatt hours annually; in Seattle, the fig- 
ure leaps to 1200; in Ontario, it is 1600, and in Win- 
nipeg, 4000. If for no other reason, considerations 
of business should influence lowering’ of’ rate sched- 
ules. : 

One of the strongest arguments for public owner- 
ship and operation of the power plant at Muscle 
Shoals is that it could be used as a laboratory for 
the determination of costs of production,  transmis- 
sion and distribution, to dispel the mystery that hoy- 
ers over power rates. The power industry has fought 
for a decade against the Norris Muscle Shoals bill, 
going to almost umheard-of extremes in its lobby- 
ing activities. It did such things as hiring ex-Sen- 
ator Lenroot, who had the privilege of the Senate 
floor, and who exercised it. Another of its hire- 
lings is Claudius Huston, formerly chairman of the 
Republican National Committee. He resigned after 
disclosures of his lobbying career. The power indus- 
try obviously fears the impending comparigon of costs 
which a Government project at Muscle Shoals will 
bring forth. For precisely that reason, it becomes a 
matter of great public moment that the Norris bill 
should pass. It) will undoubtedly do so during the 
Roosevelt administration.

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IF THEY WERE RAILROADING NOW. 

From time to time we hear what Germany is 
doing in railroad transportation with. the Diesel en- 
gine. The latest report is that of a‘ train that made 
180 miles in 142 minutes, an average speed of 76 
miles an hour. It is said to be a world’s record for 
motor trains. At one stretch the train got up to 98 
miles an hour. 

To that end, the cars 
are stream-lined. Not even a doorknob projects. A 
metal strip acts as a windshield for_the wheels. A

To the average man, this seems’ like modern: rail- 
roading. And the average in the United States 
can’t help wondering why our dsomely paid rail- 
road executives, whose efficiency is thoroughly well 
publicised, do not move int®@the circumstances of 
1932, instead of clinging fast to ancient methods and 
practices which competition have made almost ob- 
solete. One can’t help speculating on what a Hii or 
@ Harriman or a Ripley would be doing were those 
great operators on the job today. It is a fair guess 
that a man who would spend $20,000,000 to save eight 
minutes in transcontinental service, &s Harriman 
did in the Salt Lake trestle; would either have seen 
in advance the development of the truck, or would 
be giving it the merriest kind of a run for the money. 
So with a Hill or a Ripley, neither of whom was eat- 
isfied with anything less than the best railway plant 
that could be built, and the best mafntenance, re- 
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If those giants were here now, we should be read: 
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It was protected by a massive concrete

It involved boring a 
tunnel through a mountain to drain a marsh, an ex- 
periment that did not become. successful ‘until phe 
nineteenth century, when a Spanish engineer drained 
the Valley- of Mexico by a similar bore under the 
mountains. one 

The Pontine Marshes were to ancient Rome pretty 
much what the farm relief problem is to the United 
States. They lie in the southern part of Campagna di 


Roma. They are some 31 miles long, from five to eight 


wide. Caesar, fike the Gracchi béfore him, knew the 
dangers of an owning urban class and a dispossessed 
agrarian population. They all sought some equaliz- 
ing agent, exactly as we ourselves did with the Farm 
Board, as we are about to do now with the domes- 
tic allotment plan. . 

We are told that his proposal to drain the Pontine 
Marshes had something to do with the assassination 
of Caesar. However that may:be, they. wére not 
actually drained untfl the eighteenth century. They 
did not, however, become either the fertile region or 
the salubrious habitat for men which the old Romans 
thought they might become. Perhaps history will re- 
peat itself with respect to Premier Mussolini’s dream 
of Littoria. 
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COUNTY PLANNING NEEDED. 

The recent Missouri conference on city and county 
planning at Washington University was timely. It is to 
be hoped the movement to grant authority for county 
and regional planning in the coming session of the 
Legislature will be successful. That is the first step 
neceagary to bring about an orderly development of 
the suburban regions, where this service is needed 
particularly. 

St. Louis County has had some planning, but it has 
lacked the force of authority. Several of the sub- 
urban towns, notably University City, have made 
progress in their own plans, but no power for co-ordi- 
nation exists. Planning is not a fad or a dreamer’s 
fancy. Its need has a common-sense, dollars-and-cents 
basis, By looking ahead, it can save costs in ac- 
quiring rights-of-way for roads and transit facilities 
and in buying park space. By establishing zones for 
the use of property, planning can-give protection af- 
forded in no other way for the builders of homes, 
factories and other projects. ; 

The rapid growth of St. Louis County in recent 
years has emphasized the need for adequate, recog- 
nized plans. The City of St. Louis is a pioneer in 
municipal planning and has accomplished much as a 
result. Its great requirement in this connection is of- 


ficial adoption of the officially prepared plans. 
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A NOTABLE DECISION. 

The Supreme Court lived up to its finést traditions 
in the Sorrells decision, which characterized outright 
entrapments in prohibition cases as “shocking to the 
sense of justice.” Seldom is more vigorous, straight- 
forward language used in the writing of an opinion 
fgr that distinguished bench than the ringing words 
employed by Chief Justice Hughes. 

“Such a gross abuse of authority, given for the pur- 
pose of detecting and punishing crime, and not for 
the making of criminals, deserves the severest con- 
demnation,” saiil the Chief Justice. Artifice may be 
resorted to in the apprehension of criminals, to be 
sure, but in the unmistakable language of the court, 
“a different question is presented when the criminal 
design originates with officials of the Government 
and they implant in the mind of the innocent person 
the disposition to commit the alleged offense and in- 
duce its commission in order that they may prose- 
cute.” i 

Four years ago it was in a dissent from the ma- 
jority opinion of the court in the wiretapping evi- 
dence case that Justice Brandeis proclaimed: “If the 
Government becomes a law breaker, it breeds con- 
tempt for law; it invites every man to become a law 
unto himself; it invites anarchy.” Now we have the 
court, with an altered personnel, declaring that the 


Government must not only not be a law breaker, but 


that it must not induce others to break thé law. 
Thus is it again demonstrated what the recent ap-

HE President’s message to Congress 
T contains many things. There is an ad- 

mirable argument addressed to the 
American people explaining why it is to 
their advantage to review the debt settle- 
ments. There is a statement of official 
American principles as they have been 
evolved during the past decade. There is 
a renewal of the promise, already made 
in the notes before Dec, 15, to undertake 
reconsideration. And, finally, there is the 
outline of a proposal to organize special 
Machinery to handle the matter. — 
' It is this specific proppseal which needs 
‘to be examined with very great care. For 
it is important that the world should not 
be subjected to the shock of another disap- 
pointment caused by a failure in diplomatic 
technique. It is important, as Mark Sul- 
livan has pointed out, that no time be lost 
in. settling these questions. But the one 


sure way to lose time is to, make a false .

The President’s belief is that “ordinary 


diplomatic agencies and facilities are not 
suitable for the conduct of negotiations that 
can best be carried on across the table by 
specially qualified representatives” and 
that, therefore, a special commission should 
be set up.. This commission, he believes, 
should include representatives from our 
delegation to the arms conference, to the 
world economic conference, as well as spe- 
cialists on the debts. He would like this 
commission to be authorized by Congress, 
but he is prepared to appoint it on his 
own authority, and he is asking Mr. Roose- 
“velt to co-operate with him, 

It seems to me that this method of han- 


dling the matter is not promising. For such — 


an elaborate commission, set up after a great 
congressional debate or even by presidential 
appointment, would instantly; have focussed 
upon it the blinding light of world-wide 
publicity. The commissioners would be sub- 
ject to pressure and propaganda from every 
quarter; their discussions with foreign rep- 


resentatives would be carried on amidst a > 


hullabaloo of rumor, speculation, inspired 
comment and misrepresentation,. I do not 
see how anything so intricate as debts and 
disarmament and world currency and world 
tariffs could successfully be negotiated un 
der conditions of this sort.
